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Class  History 


As  we  reminisce  over  the  past  four  years  spent  together  in  Cory-Rawson  High 
School,  many  memories,  some  pleasant  and  some  not  so  pleasant,  are  associated  with 
our  thoughts. 

Our  freshman  year,  1964  found  a  group  of  70  "green  freshies"  entering  the  hal- 
lowed halls  of  C-R.  We  progressed  rapidly  under  the  guidance  of  our  teachers  and 
especially  our  class  sponsors,  Mrs.  Reeder  Mr.  Jenkins,  and  Mrs.  Zimmerman. 
Through  their  influence,  we  soon  found  that  we  didn't  know  quite  as  much  as  we 
thought  we  did.
